39. The compound of claim 38 wherein the condition or disease is warts, genital 
warts, cervical dysplasia, recurrent respiratory papillomatosis, or cancers 
associated with papillomavirus infection. 

40. The compound of claim 39 wherein the cancer is anogenital cancers, head 
and neck cancers, and skin cancers. 

41. The compound of claim 40 wherein 

the anogenital cancers are cervical, anal and perianal, vulvar, vaginal, and 
penile cancers; 

the head and neck cancers are oral pharyngeal region and esophagus 
cancers; and 

the skin cancers are basal cell carcinoma and squamous cell carcinoma. 

42. Use of a compound according to any one of claims 1 to 33 in the manufacture 
of a medicament for use in the treatment or prophylaxis of oncogenic viruses, 
including adenoviruses, retroviruses, and papovavirus family, including 
polyoma viruses and papilloma viruses. 

43. Use of a compound according to claims 1 to 33 in the manufacture of a 
medicament for use in the treatment or prophylaxis of conditions or disorders 
due to HPV infection. 
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Use of a compound as in claim 43 wherein the condition or disorder is warts, 
genital warts, cervical dysplasia, recurrent respiratory papillomatosis, or 
cancers associated with papillomavirus infection. 
A method for the treatment or prophylaxis of oncogenic viruses, including 
adenoviruses, retroviruses, and papovavirus family, including polyoma 
viruses and papilloma viruses comprising the administration of a compound 
according to any one of claims 1 to 33. 

A method for the treatment or prophylaxis of conditions or disorders due to 
HPV infection comprising the administration of a compound according to any 
one of claims 1 to 33. 

The method of claim 46 wherein the condition or disorder is warts, genital 
warts, cervical dysplasia, recurrent respiratory papillomatosis, or cancers 
associated with papillomavirus infection.
